Any registered student at SSC 
may receive counseling services by 
applying to the Student Personne! 
and Guidance Office, Administra- 
tion 230. This has been set up to 
help students with any academic 
and personal problems, such as So- 
cial adjustment, pre-marital and 
marital problems, reading and 
scholastic difficulties, lack of self- 
confidence and low morale. Test- 
ing services for students who are 
doubtful as to what vocation to 
enter are also offered, but coun- 
seling has to be given along with 
the testing. 

Advising for the academic pro- 
gram should be obtained from the 
student’s advisor in his own divi- 
sion. Problems relating to grade 
point averages, evaluation, tran- 
scripts and scholarship should be 
taken to the Registrar’s office, 
Administration 126. This office 
also handles any problems relat- 
ing to graduation. 

Policies for student loans have 
been set up by a Student-Faculty 
committee on loans, scholarships 
and awards. Loans are available 
to full time regular students (six 
units for summer session) on an 
emergency basis.
